The lines in the boats wero frozen 
stiff, and the captain thinks it was from 
this causo that tlio lino got foul, 'the 
names of those unfortunate m'-n were 
John Norton, chief mate; Alexander Col- 
lins, boatsteorer; Thomas liarlicr, John 
Hejpan, Charles Ambler, Cliavrcs Beyer, 
seamen. This sad occurronco ca.st a 
gloom over tho spirits of the whole ship's 
company and put an end to a promising 
season's work.
